3«th  sections  in  every  township  was  appropriated 
for  the  establishing  of  a  school  fund  to  educate  the 
children  of  the  State.  These  sections  were  not  open 
for  preemption  or  •ettlement  like  tiio  other  lands  in 
each  township,  and  any  person  settling  on  them  done 
so  at  their  peril,  and  linble  to  bo  dispossessed  at  any 
time,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  people  of  the  State.— 
M»ny  people,  however,  did  in  view  of  all  these  facts 
settle  upon  them  and  all  of  them  made  more  or  less 
improvements.
